■ In 1969, a 2 Vi-year research 
project funded by the U.S. Air Force 
concluded that "furthev- extensive 
study of UFOs probably cannot be 
justified.” The National Academy of 
Sciences was quick to concur. 


The American press generally 
seemed pleased, running banner 
headlines proclaiming how "Science 
Downs Saucers." The (J.S. govern¬ 
ment then officially got out of the 
JJFOimzestigatinp fru ^ness. __ ^ 

In 1983, the Congressional Re¬ 
search Service published the "UFO 
Enigma," which stated, “The thou¬ 
sands of reports of strange lights and 
phenomena— seem Ui have no oth¬ 
er explanation ... that! extraterres¬ 
trial.” The American press reported 
nothing. 


This year, the Soviet newspaper 
Izvestia reported that; the U.S.S.R. 

v 


Academy of Science;! has begun a 
program “focused oh' the possibility 
of revealing a probe of an extrater- 
restrial civilization placed... within 
an orbit around the Earth.” The Sovi¬ 
et periodical Trud reported that the 
Kremlin has officially formed a 
UFO study commission after air- 
traffic controllers at Gorky airport 
viewed a huge, wingless, cigar¬ 
shaped object. For 40 minutes, unre¬ 
sponsive to radio-ccntact attempts, 
'this UFO changed directions at 
s[ eeds up to 125 mph at an altitude 
of 3,000 feet, until radar lost track of 
it 25 miles north of Gorky. 

Private persons don’t have the re¬ 
sources to reconcile this disparate 
UFO history. Isn't it. the responsibil¬ 
ity of the press to explore what's 
happening? ;
